“In the expression ‘acceptance of 
the report’ is included both reorgan!- 
zation of the industry, which should 
be put in hand immediately, and, pend- 
ing result sof the reorganization being 
attained, such interim adjustment of 
wages and hours as will make it eco- 
nomically possf{ble to carry on the in- 
dustry in the meantime. 

“If the miners or the trades union 
congress on their behalf were prepared 
to say plainly that they accept the 
foregoing proposal, the government 
would have been ready to resume ne- 
gotiations and to continue the subsidy 
for a fortnight. 

Overt Acts Charged. 

“But, since the discussions which 
have taken place between his majes- 
ty’s ministers and members of the 
trades unions committee, it has come 
to the knowledge of the government 
not only that specific instructions 
have been sent—under the authority 
of the executives of the trades unions 
represented at the conference: conven- 
ed by the general council of the trades 
union congress—asking their members 
in the vitalest industries in the serv- 
ices of the country to carry out a 
general strike next Tuesday, but that 
overt acts already have taken place 
including gross interference with the 
freedom of the press. 

“Such action involves a challenge 
to the constitutional rights and free- 
dom of the nation.

OUR EXPORT TRADE. 

A tall feather in the commercial 
cap of Georgia is contributed by 
the national department of com- 
merce, reporting the foreign export 


trade of the nation in 1925. 


On that trade roster Georgia ad- 
vanced from fifteenth place to 
twelfth, jumping over Minnesota, 
Washington and Wisconsin, Her 
total export values were $107,713,- 
349, a gain of $22,749,969 over her 
1924 total of $84,963,380. 

In the volume of exports of 1925 
raw cotton contributed $82,521,- 
010; naval stores followed with 


or | $13,266,608; and cotton manufac- 
io turers figured third with $4,325,- 


896. All other items totaled $599,- 
835. These figures enable us to 
visualize the bulk and character of 
our Georgia concern in foreign ex- 
port trade only in part, because 
they relate only to through bills of 
lading. They do not include the 
Georgia products that went to the 
ports of other states, as New York, 
Baltimore, or Norfolk, for trans- 
port by steamer lines that do not 
touch our Georgia ports. Billed 
through from the ports of other 
states their figures are allotted to 
epee other states and Georgia loses 


These export figures should ex- 
cite immediate and profound inter- 
est among the business men of Geor- 
gia, since they directly indicate 
great losses because of lack of 
modern and adequate port facilities 
at our coastal harbors, Louisiana 
in 1925 jumped from seventh place 
to fourth; the explanation is the 
wonderful dock facilities provided 
by the state at New Orleans. Texas 
yielded first place to New York be- 
cause the Texas ports have not been 
sufficiently improved to handle the 
bulk of exports originating in that 
State. 

If there is any wisdom, states- 
manship and commercial adventure 
left available in Georgia here is great 
work cut out for us. Our ports 
must be improved and made ade- 
quate to handle our growing export 
trade, or we must lose large vol- 
umes of it to other states to be un- 
fairly credited to their industries 


and prosperities.

But no assembly of 
orthodox hosts is needed to oppose 
the juvenile jargon that is being 
spluttered by these fresh ephiboi of 
euthanasia. They show the exact 
measurement that Ingersoll himself 
Standardized when he said “an ag- 
nostic is a person who knows he 
knows nothing, and believes no 
other person knows any more than 
he does!” Only a cigarette paper 
wall divides between those who dif- 
ferentiate atheism from agnosticism. 

Meanwhile, the religious need not 
to worry.

of cold brea out on » and 
for the fad healers who tell their pros- 
pects glibly that scarlet fever is sim- 
retained waste matter or poison 
“thrown out” through the skin. 
I report the matter in order to remind 
many well meani people that the 
skin rash is after all an insignificant 
feature of the disease. The i is 
neither more nor less dangerous if 
there is or is not a pronounced rash. 
The rash has nothing whatever to do 
with the communicability of the dis- 
ease. A good physician may make a 
diagnosis of scarlet fever from the 
signs he nétes in an examination, 
even though no rash appears at any 
stage of the illness. A bacteriological 
diagnosis of scarlet fever is now possi- 
ble. irrespective of the presence of a 
rush or other signs of the disease, just 
as a bacteriological diagnosis of diph- 
theria may be made without the ap- 
pearance of a membrane in the throat. 
There is a popular notion that scar- 
let fever, “scarlet rash” and scarla- 
tina are three different diseases. In 
fact, these are merely diffefent names 
for the same disease, and it is just 
as infectious and just as dangerous 
when called svarlatina or scarlet rash 
as it is when called scarlet fever. 
Scarlet fever is usually a respira- 
tory infection, spread in the same 


manner as diphtheria. But the germs 
of scarlet fever are sometimes carried 
in milk, the milk being contaminated 
by a milker or other handler who hap- 
pens to be coming down with scarlet 
fever or convalescing. 

The germ which causes scarlet fever 
is a streptococcus. This germ has a 
bad reputation—some of the most 
dangerous diseases are caused by one 
or another type or strain of strepto- 
coccus, notably erysipelas, septicemia 
(acute blood poisoning), septic sore 
throat. 

Epidemics of septic sore throat have 
been traced many times to a strepto- 
coceus pollution of milk. In such epi- 
demics the source of the germs is of- 
ten an inflammation of the udder of 
one of.the cows supplying the milk. 
This septic sore throat and the germ 
wiheh causes it bear such a striking 
resemblance to ordinary scarlet fever 
and its germ that we may reasonably 
suspect that some such streptococcal 
disease in the cow is the source of the 
infection in some scarlet fever epi- 
demics. Be that as it may, it is fair 
to point out here that pasteurization 
(which means heating the milk to 
140 or 145 degrees F., holding at that 
temperature 20 minutes, then cooling 
again) will destroy any such strepto- 
cocci which may get into the milk, 
and this is one of the reasons why 
|pasteurization is a necessary precau- 
tion to take with all market milk. 

Dr. Franklin A. Stevens and Al- 
phonse R. Dochez, distinguished for 
their contribution to immunization, 
have recently confirmed the suspicion 
that scarlet fever may occur without 
a rash. They found such an infection 
in many individuals who were nega- 
tive to the Dick test and therefore 
resumably immune to ordinary scar- 
et fever.

Parker Presents 
Plan tor Merger 
Of U.S. Railroads 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, May 2.—Provisioa for 
voluntary consolidations of railroads 
subject to the approval of the inter- 
state commerce commission is made in 
a bill prepared by Representative 
Parker, republican, of New York, 
chairman of the house committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce. 

Under the terms of the bill, the in- 
terstate commerce commission would 
not be required to prepare a plan for 
consolidation of railroads but at the 
end of seven years, the commission 
would be required to report to con- 
gress as to the progress made and sub- 
mit its recommendations as to further 
proceedings. 

Under the consolidation bill of Sen- 
ator Cummins, republican, of Iowa, 
the commission would be required to 
prepare a plan at the end of five years 
to which consolidations thereafter 
would have to conform. The Cummins 
bill also provides for recapture of ex- 
cess earnings. These provisions have 
been omitted from the Parker bill. 

“It is hereby declared to be the poli- 
ey of congress,” the Parker bill pro- 
vides, “in order that an adequate and 
efficient transportation service may be 
maintained in the United States and 
necessary weak and short lines be pre- 
served, to authorize and engourage the 
unification, through any method spéci- 
fied in sections 203, 204, 205 of this 
title, of the property of carriers into 
a number of strong and efficient and 
well-balanced systems which will as 
far as practicable, maintain the -exist- 
ing routes and channels of t and 
commerce and preserve as between 
themselves the advantages of effective 
comptition in service so that the prop- 
erties of the carriers of each system 
shall ultimately be managed and op- 
erated and owned or controlled by a 
single corporation, economy be pro- 
moted, unnecessary duplications and 
wasteful competition eliminated, bet- 
ter service afforded and the traffic 
moved at the lowest rates compatible 
with the maintenance of adequate and 
efficient transportation service.”

Coolidge, Lowden 
Hopes May Lean 
On Farm Reliet

Washington, May 2.—Many politi- 
cal fortunes are at stake in the strug- 
gle over farm relief, which beging 
formally in congress this week. ; 

There are numerous complications 
bearing on the approaching congres- 
sional elections, but behind the scenes 
it is a fight between President Cool- 
idge and Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, 
which li“ely will have considerable 
bearing on the presidential nomins- 
tion two years hence, 

Roughly, the divison is this: 

Coolidge stands.for the Tincher bill, 
which would set up a $100,000,000 
revolving fund which would be loaned 
on liberal terms to cooperative mar- 
keting associations. Originally the 
president was not inclined to go even 
this far,. but it recently seemed neces- 
sary to put forward a compromise 
measure as the most practical way of 
Heading off the more radical Haugen 
bill. Secretary of Agriculture Jar- 
dine prepared the administration bill 
and Representative Tincher, of Kaw 
sas, ho is not running for reelection, 
agreed to sponsor it. Expectation 
here is that Tincher would be given 
a place on the farmers’ marketing com- 


mission which would administer the 
loan fund. 


which would create a federal farm 
board to administer a complicated 
mechanism by which the government 
would gather up the exportable sur- 
plus of basic crops so that it would 
not depress prices in the domestic 
market. 

This would leave in the country 
just enough foodstuffs for domestic 
consumption and the farmer would 
be protected by the tariff against im- 
portations. 

Principle Simple. 


The principle is quite simple but 
the mechanism necessary to operate it 
is extremely complicated, involving 
an “equalization fee’’ to be paid into 
a fund by the farmer when he sells 
his commodity and which is to be 
used to defray any losses incurred 
through the buying up of the surplus 
crops, and the failure to resell abroad.

AMERICA OWES DEBT. 
TO WILLIAM HOARD 


While mthete have been millions and 
millions of men in North America 
since Columbus took a memorable sea 
voyage and this northern hemisphere 
covers considerable land. thére have 
been certain men in different lines 
of endeavor who stand out more 
prominently as national or interna- 
tional leaders in their time.

indications the Exposition mil s that 
were built as part of a world’s expo- 
sition from which they got their name, 
will be going for many years to come. 

Mr. Kimball, who did most of the 
financing of the cotton exposition and 
who was director general for the same, 
in conference with his associates, 
planned an event at this expositién 
that stands as one of the foremost in 
the making of a progressive south. 
This particular event was to raise a 
quantity of cotton on the fair grounds 
and make it into cloth for all the 
visitors to see how it py done. When 
the cotton was seen to r 
the big day was set and the textile 
machiaery, the first in the south, was 
installed in the main exposition build- 
ing, and when the day dawned visitors 
from all parts of the cowatry were at 
the fair grounds and they saw the 
cotton picked in early morning, gimned 


ordinary man and he found his life's 
work and began to be a benefactor to 
all mankind. 

So great was his popularity with 
the farmers of Wisconsin they made 
him governor of their state. 

Hoard’s first inkling of being in 
politics was when the editor of The 
Milwaukee Sentinel in 1888 came out

Some time previous to his elevation 
to the highest office in his adopted 
state he had brought out his publica- 
tion, Hoard’s Dairyman, and through 
this paper he now began to build up 
the dairy business, first in his own 
state, then in adjoining states. Then 
came the call into Canada and Hoard 
was now continually in demand and 
the fame of himself and his publica- 
tion spread everywhere. 

Upon his retirement from the execu- 
tive office he pitched in harder than 
ever, the dollars not counting as much 
as the good he could do: With his 
son, Arthur, and able assistants back 
in the publication offices, ex-Governor 
Hoard having seen the effect of single 
cropping in his state and the soil 
continually robbed of its fertility to 
the point where it scareely returned 
in harvest seed planted in the spring, 
| advised farmers everywhere to turn 
| to dairying. Great was his joy to see 
these barren lands again reclaimed 
through the dairy cow and he spent 
many years of his later life traveling 
and advising farmers everywhere that 
they must build their soil by diversi- 
fied farming and dairying if they 
expected to prosper.

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ALLIES PRESENT 
NEW ULTIMATUM

Oujda, May 2.— The French and 
Spanish armies will resume the “lib- 
erty of action” the morning of May 
7, if Abd-El-Krim's answer is flatly 
unfavorable. 

This was the information carried 
Mohammed Azerkane and 
CGaid Haddou. They are en route to 
the coast town of Nemours, from 
where they will take a French de- 
stroyer to, some point on the Riff 
coast where they will deliver it to 
their chief. 

The return of all prisoners held in 
the Riff by May 6 is the dynamite in 
the note Azerkane is taking to Krim. 
Its demand was dictated by the Span- 
ish and there is small likelihood of 
Krim agreeing to return the able- 
bodied prisoners, since the Riffs con- 
sider them only a guarantee against 
gas bomb air raids on unfortified 
towns. Haddou told The Tribune 
Press Service that no army ever 
fore had been asked to give up all 
its prisoners as a peace condition, 

Return May 6. 

The note-bearers are due to return 
May 6. The correspondent is informed 
by an unquestionable private source 
in the closest touch with all the Mor- 
occan affairs that General Primo de 
Rivera has let it be known during 
this conference that he does not be- 
lieve this is the time to try to make 
peace with the Riffians. He wants 
the Spanish army to try to occupy 
Targuist by force of arms before start- 
ing the negotiations for peace.

tall men make star high hurdlers. 

But it is hard to find a tall man 
who has speed and is supple. The 
funny thing about hurdles is that eve- 
ryone must use the same stride for 
them, three steps between hurdles with 
the hurdles ten yards apart. 

It is not the speed between the hur- 
dles which makes a hurdler, it is the 
0 with which he takes the hurdles. 

he public thinks a hurdler jumps the 
hurdles, and that he jumps the height 
of the hurdle from the track. But 
looking at the thing carefully we see 
that this is not so; the hurdle is lit- 
tle higher than the middle of the 
stride, and it is not necessary to lift 
the center of gravity much more to 
pass the hurdle than for every other 
step. 

But to achieve this technique sup- 
pleness is necessary, because the legs 
must be lifted higher than in an or- 
dinary step. Suppleness is necessary 
to throw the first leg over the hurdle, 
while the other leg is straight back 
under the body, and the upper part of 
the body must be bent forward to get 
the right balance. 

“Clip” ts Useless. 

If the body isn’t bent the hurdler 
will be leaning backward when he has 
passed the hurdle, and all forward 
movement and speed will be checked. 
But even if a hurdler is able to maß- 
ter this trick, he may still be in the 
wrong position when over the hurdle if 
he jerks the second leg over the hur- 
dle too rapidly. 

A first-class hurdler’s head is always 

at the same height from the track. 
Nothing is more surprising to a casual 
spectator than this—when he is told 
about it. 
Many hurdlers make the mistake of 
hurrying to get down on the other 
side of the hurdle. Nothing is of less 
use. Only the power of gravitation 
can bring the body down again, and 
no one can influence that.

SLAIN BY BANDIT 


Waycross, Ga., May 2.— S — Win 
Tullis, Waycross truck driver, was 
found today with his skull crushed. 
— died after being taken to a hos- 


tal. 

"Sheriff L. C. Warren found Tullis 
lying on his back, his head resting 
on the sidewalk in the rear of a small 
store at the corner of Oak and Te- 
beau streets, after the officer had 
been called to the scene by a taxi 
driver.

Psychology Tests 


Not Infallible, 


Says Protessor 


New York, May 2.—(#)—Psycholog- 
ical tests for determining the intel- 
ligence are no more infallilbe than 
old, fashionable written examina- 
tions, and a low score is no intel- 
lectual death-warrant, Carl C. Brig- 
ham, associate professor of psychol- 
ogy at Princeton, said in a report 
issued today embodying the result of 
a ‘six-year research at Cooper Union. 

“We find the tests of the greatest 
use in locating talent, says Pro- 
fessor Brigham. “We da not find that 
they are negatively significant—that 
low scores necessarily mean dullness 
or incompetence. Unless a low score 
in the test is corroborated by other 
evidence, it is very unsafe to attach 
any weight to a single failure. 

The tests from which Professor Brig- 
ham drew his conclusion were con- 


, ducted chiefly among the students in 


the engineering and architectural 
drawing schools of the union.
